Top Discharge IBC, Drums, Kegs (e.g.— Snyder 120 Next Gen, Bonar B120, Drums, and Kegs)

Triple rinsing the container before final disposal is the responsibility of the person disposing of the container. To triple rinse the
container before final disposal, empty the remaining contents from this container into manufacturing equipment. Fili the container at
least 10 percent full with water. Agitate vigorously or recirculate water with the pump for 2 minutes. Rinse all interior surfaces. Pour or
pump rinsate into manufacturing equipment. Repeat this procedure two more times.

Agitate vigorously or recirculate water with the pump for 2
minutes. Rinse all interior surfaces. Pour or pump rinsate into manufacturing equipment. Repeat this procedure two more times.
